Minister, 


PARIS, June 8.—Dr. Aristides Agu- 
ero, who has been Cuban _ resident 
minister in Berlin since tho beginning 
of the war, and who is now returning 
home, states that even the dearest res- 
taurants are forbidden to offer more 
than one meat. “Eggs are non-exist- 
ent, as is also milk,” says he. The 
11,000,000 milch cows on hand  be- 
fore the war have decreased to 6, 
000,000, while the milk yield has als 
decreased.

ceived here from the president of Nic- 
uragua tonight. The president's mes- 
sage says; 

‘Telegraphic communication just 
re-established with San Salvador, con- 
firms that earthquake commenced at 


7 o'clock p.m., Thursday, and con- 
tinued all night, accompanied by a 
heavy rain. 

“San Salvador, Santa Tecla and 


neighboring towns and villages were 


destroyed, 
“The casualties were small, There 
were some fires, 


‘The president of Nicaragua has 
telgraphed the president of Salvador 
offering aid. Ile has ordered the or- 
ganization of relief committees to send 
help to the suffering and the home- 
less,"’ 

A report received frBm San Miguel 
says San Salvador was destroyed, only 
100 houses being left standing. Strong 
earthquakes, the report says, were 
followed later by lava and boiling wa- 
ter. 

An operator who reached the edge 
of the destroyed zone reported at 9.20 
this morning that San Salvddor was in 
rulns and that everywhere within a 
radius of thirty miles had been des- 
troyed by the earthquake.

Demand That Government Shall

MONTREAL, June 8.—The Presby- 
terlan general assembly this after- 
noon, after the Rev. Ilugh McKellar, 
of Calgary, had condemned the ar- 
rangements for the members to reach 
Montreal, which, he said, seemed to 
compel westerners 1o travel on Sun- 
day, pased the followtng resolution:

and military service to co-operate

TEST OUT NEW 


Mayor and Alderman Much In- 
terested In Operation—Front 
Entrance Only Used. 


A nine-year-old street car, of such 
wondorfully smart appearance that it 
looks ay if only just-released from 
the construction shop, carried Mayor 
Henry, Deputy Mayor Wilson, the al- 
dermon and Commissioner Harrison 
around the city on a special trip Fri 
day afternoon to test out the workin: 
of the one-man car system. 

The particular street car was use 
because it has been fitted with some 
devicos intended for the running o: 
one-man cars. Thess consist of en- 
trance and exit in the front vestibule, 
eres to the right of the motorman. 

entering the car the passenger is 
guided by a partitioning bar to the 
pay box, while those leaving pass by 
the other side of the partition and 
gain the road by another door, There 
is no confusion, as the two streame 
of passengers aro thus controlied and 
guided. A glass placed by the side 
of the motorman enables him to sec 
who t# moving in tho interior of the 
car, and any person rising at the back 
in order to leave its instantly detect- 
ed by means of this glass and the car 
can be stopped at the required point 
The rear vestibule is ail shut in, and 
8 partitioned off from the other por- 
tion of the car tn order that it can be 
used as a smoking compartment. A 
circular seat runs around the whol 
of the rear vestibule and the arrange 
ment is very snug and comfortable. 
There is an eemrgency exit in the 
rear veatibule, which is ingeniously 
controlled by a lever and cable, whict 
ruas along the side of the car. The 
aver fe just inside the car at the front 
ond within easy reach of the motor- 
man, and, when pulled, a portion o} 
the end vestibule seat files up and a 
loor opens, thus allowing freedom te 
he passengers, 

The mayor and aldermen were very 
nuch interested in the car, and espe- 
‘ally in its appearance, which cor- 
tainly reflects credit on the work of 
tho repairers and painters employed 
at the car barns. They were more 
'nterested when Superintendent Moir 
of the street raliway told them th 
car was put on the road in 1908, anc 
had had both ends smashed in, and !t 
was in this state when the repairer: 
started thelr work, 

The car was run out to 124th 
street, and on the way back passen- 
rers were picked up, Ald. Grant act- 
ng as conductor and making change 

Obviously the greatest difficulty 
was that all passengers went to the 
rear to mount and had to be called to 
the front, but {t would seem that a: 
soon as this habit is overcome that 
the system should work very well. 

In a few days’ time thie car will be 
put on the run from Highlands to 
107th avenue and 124th street, in or- 
der to test the system on the main

SIR ROBERT SHOULD QUIT 


The corerspondence tabled in 
Parliament does not materially af- 
fect the impression that has been 
given by press despatches as to 
the situation at Ottawa and the 
negotiations for the formation of 
a coalition Government, 

Sir Robert Borden announced 
conscription apparently without 
previously consulting cither his 
colleagues or the Opposition. But 
when he found conscription defied 
by his Nationalist friends, in Que- 
bee and objected to by some im- 
portan elements outside Quebec, 
he proposed to take some Lib- 
erals into the Government in hope 
that they would extricate him 
from the situation into which he 
had put himself. 

His proposal was that he should 
retain the Premiership, and that 
the Ministry should be composed 
of Conservatives and Liberals in 
equal numbers. , Also that the con- 
scription measure he had already 
announced should not come into 
effect until after a general elec- 
tion. Sir Robert’s view is that 
conscription cannot, or should 
not, be put into force without an 
appeal to the people; that con- 
scription cannot carry if tied up 
to the present Government; but 
that if the Liberals would help he 
might be able to get re-elected to 
the Premiership on the strength 
of conscription. 

This proposal had the obvious 
advantage that it offered a chance 
to get rid of half the present min- 
isters. That, no doubt, is a con- 
summation Sir Robert would glad- 
ly find a reason to bring about, 
and his sudden conversion to the 
coalition idea may be supposed to 
have been in part due to that con- 
sideration, And it is certainly not 
a development the public would 
have any cause to hail otherwise 
than with approval. Half the 
present Government could be 
spared with advantage, whoever 
succeeded them. 

But if Sir Robert Borden has 
not been able to direct one Goy- 
ernment in such a way that it can 
get the aproval of the publie to 
so vital a measure as conscription, 
what hope is there that he would 
be able to direct another Govern- 
ment any better? Obviously, and 
on Sir Robert’s admission, the 
present Government has blun- 
dered on until it ean blunder no 
farther. For that Sir Robert 
Borden, as Premier, is primarily 
responsible, And he is, as the cor.

CANADA'S DONE 
HEA SHARE IN 
PRESENT WAR 


Ex-Member, in Montreal, Says 
Canada Has Thrown Productive 
Power Into Scale, and Time to 
Stop. 


Montreal, June 8—Speaking at last 
night's important § anti-conseription 
meeting in the Monument Nationale, 
Paul Emile Lamarche, ex-M.P. for 
Nicholet, who a few months ago re- 
signed because he considered him- 
self not entitled to serve beyond his 
five-year term, said that conscription 
is but a means, not an issue in Canada 
today. The real issue to decide, he 
said, is the cessation of effort in the 
war. He said the question was 
“should we make any further military 
effort or should we remain where we 
are?" 

Canada had thrown all its produc- 
tive power into the war, and i. vas 
evident to him, looking at all. the acts 
from the Canadian point of view, tha. 
it was more than time to stop. 

Some people cried. to sacrifice the 
last man and the last dollar, to have 
national suicide for the empire, but 
this sentiment did not conform to the 
ideal of a nation that wants to live. 
“Tho program that came to all true 
Canadians was that we have done en- 
ough for the works of war; we have 
sent enough men to death; our young 
country has need of some young men 
and should keep enough young men 
to guarantee our natbonal survival.” 

Would Give No More Ald, 

There were other cries, some point- 
ing to the mothers who had lost their 
sons, to fathers in mourning. hey 
asked whether the gaps in the Cana- 
dian ranks were to be left unfilled. 
“The question is badly put,” said Mr. 
Lamarche, “We are told on all sides— 
all are agreed—that Canada's effort 
is voluntary. Therefore, it is evident 
that this part of the firing line occu- 
pled by Canadian troops should have 
been normally occupied by troops of 
Great Britain. Therefore Canada’s 
participation has meant that we have 
taken the places of English who have 
had to go to the front if they have not 
since gone. 

What If Germany Wins? 

Mr. Lamarche to the “cry” “What 
if Germany should win the war?" He 
remarked, 

“The question is serious and I pro- 
pose to treat it seriously. These peo- 
ple say if Germany wins it will be an 
evil for France, for England, for all 
the world. If the Germans do win, we 
find that the German writers them- 
selves, the politicians of all the world 
say that as two and two make four, 
the German avidity will carry them to 
Constantinople and India, It is not be- 
cause I do not want India to continue 
to belong to the British crown, but I 
am mot ready to have ruin and bank- 
ruptey here to keep the allegiance of 
300,000,000 Hindus to the’ British 
crown. I do not want my country to 
be a country of beggars simply that 
the factories of Birmingham may 
continue to make goods for India. I 
am not ready to have my country 
commit hari kari to satisfy the ambi- 
tion, legitimate it is true, but still the 
ambition, of those who want to guard 
the read to Constantinople.”

LIBERALS WILL 
IS INTRODUCED 


Whip Bays No Startling Develop- 
ments at Caucus on OConscrip- 
tion Question 


Ottawa, June 8.—-Liberaly were in 
caucus this morning from shortly be- 
fore 11 until 1 o'clock. Fred Pardee, 
chief Liberal whip, subsequently etat- 
ed that there would be no statement 
made as to the Liberal attitude on 
conscription until the military service 
bill is introduced in the house on Mon- 
day.
